The aviators, who were the great­ 


en national heroes of the moment, 


landed at Thurse, Scotland, from th© 


British de-froyer Revenge. 
The R e ­ 


venge took them from the Danish 


tramp -teamer M ary, which picked 


them up in m id-ocean early last Mon­ 
day after they had been forced to de­ 
scend into the sea. 
Hawker and Grieve were scheduled 
to stitrt this afternoon from T hurso 
for London, where, judging from all 
indication-, they will be given a royal 
welcome tomorrow. 
Britian has been 
jubilating every since the news spread 
like wildfire over the land that H a w ­ 
ker and Grieve had been saved. 
Grieve, immediately upon landing, 
sent 
the following message to 
his 
pa reift s ; 
“ Safe, will wire later.” 
W hen news of the rescue was first 
received, the Sopwith airplane com­ 
pany telegraphed Thurso for confirm­ 
ation. 
Later it was confirmed by an 
airplane courier. 
There were remarkable scenes in 
the streets, in concert halls and in 
moving picture theaters when the an­ 
nouncement of the rescue was made. 
Crowds cheered and tossed hats in 
the air.

I don’t know my husband’s inten­ 
tions, but I wouldn’t be surprised if 
he trio- the Hight again. 
A failure 
like this won t stop him. 
It will only 
make him the more determined. 
If 
lie dee- try again he’ll get across 
next time.” 
“ The exploit of Hawker and Grieve 
place- them in the first rank of the 
pioneers of the air,” declared Gener­ 
al Seely of the air ministry.

hardly give expression to my rejoic­

that their gallant attempt

cross the Atlantic has not cost brave 
live*.

Union and the protection o f Amer­ 
ican liberties. 
The spirit of broth­ 
erhood was shown during the war.” 
The minister stated that the first 
manifestation of genuine brother­ 
hood was by the disciples when they 
gathered about the Master. 
Jesus, 
lie said, taught them the principle 
of brotherly love and of unselfish 
service for mankind. Since the com­ 
ing of Jesus the spirit of brotherly 
love is everywhere recognized and 
has been a great guiding force in 
the progress of civilization. 
The Rev. Mr. Carroll said 
that 
every great achievement for the pro­ 
gress off the world had come through 
hardship 
and 
bloodshed. 
Christ 
himself, he said, gave up his life 
aifter untold sufferings for the salva­ 
tion of the world. 
The French rev­ 
olution which resulted in the over­ 
throw of autocracy in France; the 
Civil War and the late war are alt 


examples of great marks of progress 
which 
wrere possible only 
through 
distress and eveu sacrifice of hu­ 
man life. 


The late war and the civil war 
as 
well, wTus fought to 
determine 
whether material standards and ma­ 
terial values or real principles of 
humanity and brotherly love should 
dominate the minister declared. “In 
1917,” he said, “til© liberty of the 
world was endangered. 
Civilization 
was at st-ake. 
It was then that 
America again found her soul as 
she had found it in 1776 and in 
1861. 
The spirit of brotherly love 
again manifested itself. 
No nation 
that is built upon such a principle 
can go down to destruction. 
Amer­ 
ica in every war in which she has 
participated has proved to the world 
that she is not a material nation and 
that she is guided by the highest 
motives that 
govern human exist­ 
ence.” 
In 
closing the minister paid 
a 
beautiful tribute to the veterans of 


the Civil War and to the veterans of 
the World War, thanking them for 
the heritage which they gave the 
world and calling upon the people to 
preserve 
these 
principles 
and 
to 
strive to bring the religion of Jesus 
Christ in their lives. 
The veterans and the W. R. C. 
members, 
carrying 
their 
banners 
and flags, marched from the Post 
hall to the church. 
The congrega­ 
tion 
stood during the singing of 
“America” 
which was the 
closing 
hymn and remained in their places 
until the guests of the services had 
ldft the church.

Get Ready to Plant Melons. 
The melon crop-, including; musk­ 
melons, 
squashes, 
cucumbers 
and 
watermelons may he planted in mid- 
May in Central 
Indiana, ten 
days 
earlier 
than this 
date along 
til* 
southern border while in the north­ 
ern section of the .-tate, it is wet! to 
wait until late in the month of May. 
These dates apply to seed sowing; 
if plants have been raised in hotbed 
or cold! rame, it is well to delay -ci­ 
ting them in 
the garden until 
the 
days and night- have become con­ 
stantly warm. 
When planting a “hill” of any of 
these crops, dig a hole, and in the 
bottom of it throw a shovelful of well 
rotted manure; fill the re-t of the 
hole with soil, scatter leu or twelve 
seeds on top, then cover seeds with 
a half inch of fine soil, tramping the 
same firmly to bring seeds in close 
contact with the moist earth. 
Remember that a “hill” in garden 
talk does not mean an elevate aa, but 
refers to a number of seeds planted 
in a group as explained above rather 
than singly in a row. 
Cucumbers 
and Bush Squash hills should be three 
to four feet apart, Muskmelons five 
to six feet and watermelons and 
Vine Squash 7 to 9 feet. 
Squashes 
and Pumpkins may be planted in the 
Sweet Corn row, leaving a vacant 
hill of corn here and there for that 
purpose. 
None of these crops have any 
place in the small garden since they 
take up too much room. 
However, 
where space is limited it may be pos­ 
sible to plant cucumbers or melons 
along the border of the lot and train 
the vines over the fence.
